Spot-free and wonderfully original. A great 
looking example of this key date and one 
which will fit nicely into any advanced 

col 1ection. 

26 PCGS 1912-D Cent MS65 Red. Satiny and well 
struck, with pleasing rose-gold overtones. 
One of just 12 examples to receive a "65RD" 
designation from PCGS, as of April 1.

Okay, now that we've gotten the negatives 
out of the way, let's go the the 
exceptional color which blankets both 
sides. The obverse combines steel-blue and 
gold at the peripheries, while the reverse 
is an even lilac in color. The underlying 
surfaces are frosty white and exceptionally 
clean. A great coin for the lover of toned 
coins. 

151 NGC 1885 Dime MS 63. Traces of deep 
rose-violet and green coloration about the 
peripheral devices. 

152 PCGS 1890 Dime MS63. Untoned and very 
frosty; struck from lightly clashes dies. 

153 PCGS 1890 Dime MS65. Deeply lustrous, with 
snowy white surfaces and a dazzling 
cartwheel effect. Splashes of golden color 
appear on the lower right obverse of this 
remarkable Gem. 

154 PCGS 1891-0 Dime MS64. Vivid peacock-blue 
and russet coloration appears at intervals 
along the obverse border and encircles the 
reverse. Both the strike and luster are 
well above average for this popular New 
Orleans date, the only one of its type. 

PCGS population: 18 pieces. 

155 PCGS 1876 Dime PR64. Richly toned, with 
lilac iridescence on the obverse and rich, 
steel-blue colors on the reverse. Boldly 
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struck and a definite, premium quality 
example.

157 NGC 1878 Dime PF 63. Watery surfaces 
overlaid in dusky grey, golden and green 
toning. Proof mintage: 800 pieces. 

158 PCGS 1879 Dime PR63. A glittering two-toned 
example, as a date struck in limited total 
numbers. 

159 NGC 1885 Dime PR 65. A very scarce coin in 
this grade, with an original mintage of 
only 930 pieces. 

160 NGC 1890 Dime PF 63. Misty silvery-grey 
patina rests atop the mirror surfaces. 

Proof mintage: 590 pieces.

161 PCGS 1892 Dime MS63; and a 1914-D Dime 
MS63, both fully detailed and the latter 
exhibiting bright luster. (Total: 2 coins) 

162 PCGS 1892 Dime MS63. Frosty, needle sharp 
surfaces, drenched in golden-violet and 
sea-green toning. 

163 NGC 1893 Dime MS 65. Needle sharp and 
lustrous beneath rich reddish-gold and 
steel-blue toning .

With a population of only 17 pieces (none 
higher), this is an important coin in 
anyone's book. 

173 Hallmark 1912 Dime MS63PQ. Mostly 
brilliant, save for smudges of soft violet 
and golden toning on either side. 

174 PCGS 1913-S Dime MS65 . The toning on this 
Gem is both lovely and unusual, in that it 
is unlike the iridescent colors which 
usually occur naturally. Rather, this piece 
has an intense milkiness which covers both 
sides. On the very highest points, a 
smattering of steel-blue colors are noted, 
which provide a nice, added touch of color. 
Strikewise, this piece is exceptional and 
surfacewise, it ranks right up there with 
the best. Only ten 1913-S Dimes have made 
this grade thus far (with only two better)! 

175 PCGS 1900 Dime PR65 . Popular as the first 
year of the new century. Current PCGS 
population: 25 Proofs. 

176 PCGS 1909 Dime PR64 . A scrumptious 
two-toned specimen, attractively framed in 
rich golden-violet coloration. Of the 28 
specimens currently graded "PR64" by PCGS, 
we doubt if any could exceed this piece in 
depth of mirrors and overall eye appeal.

Lovely 
reddish-brown obverse color, deepening to a 
rich violet shade in the protected areas of 
the reverse.

182 ANACS 1928-D Dime MS 64 Full Split Bands, 
milky obverse patina shading to a pale 
rose-violet color at the perimeter; 1880-S

Bright 
steel-grey surfaces, sharply detailed and 
naturally toned about the borders in 
appealing blue-green and reddish-brown 
colors. PCGS data shows only 18 "MS63" 
examples graded and 27 for the two-year 
type total. 

193 PCGS 1856 Quarter MS63. Fully lustrous, but 
lightly struck on the high points. 
Remarkably, fewer than 60 of this date have 
been graded Mint State by P.C.G.S! 


194 NGC 1877-CC Quarter MS 63. Speckled, 
burnt-gold toning appears near the rims and 
in the protected areas on both sides. A few 
light marks are noted in the obverse 
fields, whereas the reverse is virtually of 
full Gem quality. Popular because of the 
highly regarded CC mintmark. 

Unusually sharp 
and lustrous, with a bright satiny 
appearance overlaid, on the obverse, is a 
whisper of golden color.

Well struck 
and very frosty with a splash of light 
golden color on the obverse. 
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207 PCGS 1916-D Quarter MS62. Thick, satiny 
luster beneath splashes of milky obverse 
toning. 

208 PCGS 1897 Quarter PR63. Rich steel-violet 
toning on the high points gives way to 
peacock-blue iridescence in the protected 
areas of the obverse and recessed areas of 
the reverse. 

209 PCGS 1900 Quarter PR64 . Popular as the 
first year of the new century. Current PCGS 
population: 31 pieces. 

210 PCGS 1904 Quarter PR62. Milky toned over 
bright, but lightly hairlined, surfaces. 

211 NGC 1907 Quarter PF 64. Deep iridescent 
color covers all but the central portion of 
the obverse. The surfaces are very deeply 
mirrored and show considerable obverse 
contrast.

Soft golden obverse highlights. 

213 NGC 1917 Type One Quarter MS 66. Full Head. 

The snow white surfaces of th is Gem are 
fairly dripping with luster. Neither side 
shows any color and the surfaces have a 
matte, orange-peel surface similar to that 
seen on early Proof Lincoln Cents and proof 
gold coins. The importance of this piece 
should not be underestimated, especially 
when the popularity of this short-lived 
Type is taken into consideration. 

214 NGC 1919 Quarter MS 65 Full Head. 

Shimmering surfaces, superb luster and 
light silver-grey toning make this a very 
desirable example of this semi-key issue.

Super 
satiny, with intense, bright gold color 
appearing on both sides. This well-struck 
example shows all of the rivets on 
Liberty's shield as well as a bold eagle on 
the reverse. 

216 PCGS 1919-0 Quarter MS64. A scarce date 
with a current population of only 19 
examples. 

217 PCGS 1920 Quarter MS64. Deep satiny luster, 
lightly shaded on the obverse in a pale 
lilac coloration and a splash of russet 
toning along the left edge. 

218 NGC 1920 Quarter MS 64. Quite well struck 
and frosty under a blanket of steel-grey 
and russet toning. 

219 PCGS 1920-0 Quarter MS65. 50% Full Head, 
and with some loss of detail on the 
shield's rivets. Fully lustrous and barely 


toned. One of only 18 pieces to date in 
this grade.

Pointed top 6, stem through claw. 

Steel-grey, with iridescent accents. 

246 NGC 1812 Half Dollar MS 63. Struck from 
rotated dies, with the reverse shifted 
seventy-five degrees or so. Toned on both 
sides in iridescent, multi-colored pastels, 
with blues and reds predominating. 

247 PCGS 1837 Reeded Edge Half Dollar MS63. 

Vibrant original luster under swirls of 
golden-violet and steel-blue toning. The 
strike is also quite sharp, even along most 


the stars and lettering which often come 
somewhat weak on this briefly issued type 
A few faint hairlines are noticed in the 
left obverse field, the only mentionable 
distraction on this beautifully preserved, 
fully original coin. PCGS population: 28 
pieces. 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

248 PCGS 1843 Half Dollar MS61. A crisply 
struck specimen with original sea-green and 
violet toning surrounding the central 
devices. Abrasions are well distributed and 
not overly distracting. Despite its hefty 
mintage, a scarce coin in true uncirculated 
condition. PCGS population in all Mint 
State grades: 15 pieces. 

249 NGC 1861 Half Dollar MS 62. The satiny, 
silvery-grey surfaces are boldly struck and 
exhibit minor scuffiness in the fields. 

250 PCGS 1874-S Arrows Half Dollar MS63 . Toned 
in rich shades of gold and lilac. Well 
struck and decidedly above-average for the 
Type . 

251 PCGS 1876 Half Dollar MS62. Softly struck 
on a lightly striated planchet, with some 
loss of definition on the high points. 

Toned in silver-grey, showing golden toning 
on the peripheries. 

252 NGC 1876 Half Dollar MS 63. A bold, 

semi-ref 1ective example, untoned except for 
some faint reverse spotting. 

253 PCGS 1882 Half Dollar MS62. Fully lustrous, 
with Prooflike tendencies on the obverse, 
and more of the "business strike" look on 
the reverse. Untoned except for some rich, 
golden color on the outer rims and the 
lower reverse. In Mint State, this date is 
about three to four times more common than 
it's Proof counterpart. 

254 PCGS 1891 Half Dollar MS63. Struck from 
lightly clashed dies; untoned and frosty. 
The reverse is very choice. This date is of 
similar rarity in Mint State to the far 
more heralded 1879-1890 Half Dollars. 

255 PCGS 1874 Arrows Half Dollar PR63. Watery 
steel-grey surfaces, with satiny 
golden-steel devices creating a subtle 
two-toned appearance. Scarce and popular 
two-year Proof type. 

256 PCGS 1874 Arrows Half Dollar PR65. An 

exciting example of this short-lived and 
perenially popular Type coin. While the 
Proof brilliance has been subdued somewhat 
by a smoky lilac and steel-blue toning, the 
cleanliness of the surfaces is immediately 
evident upon close scrutiny. In terms of 
overall eye appeal, this piece is in the 
ninetieth percentile for the date. The 
current population is only seven pieces 
(one PR-66 and one PR-67 have been graded)!
